Mr. Nakamura said on May 3, 2016 Mayor Eyre presented his tentative budget to
the Council. The Council then, at that time, referred the matter to the Budget and
Finance Committee. The Budget and Finance Committee worked closely on the
budget with the City’s Budget Officer, Justin Zollinger.

On May 18, 2016 the Council, in its Budget and Finance Committee, had the
opportunity to meet with every department and the Mayor to go through all of their
budget requests and line items. On May 19, 2016 the Council had an opportunity
to do a reconciliation of matters that needed to be discussed further and finalized
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the tentative budget.
The tentative budget is now available for public inspection. We need to schedule a
Public Hearing for June 7, 2016 to allow the public to comment on the budget. If
the Council adopts this tentative budget and schedules the Public Hearing, the
tentative budget will be available for public inspection in the offices of the Finance
Director and City Recorder. It will also be posted on the City’s website.
Mr. Nakamura stated he is asking the Council to consider this Resolution adopting
the tentative budget, allowing it for public inspection, and setting the Public
Hearing for June 7, 2016 to receive public comment. On June 21, 2016, the Council
must adopt its final budget.
